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Resident’s fury as council 
make decision to close 
public toilets in Porthcawl 


PEOPLE in 
Porthcawl are in open 
rebellion with the 
town’s local authority, 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC), after its 
decision to close the 
town’s main public 
toilets in John 
Street - unless the 
town council takes 
them over. 

There has been a 
furious reaction on 
social media, an online 
petition has already been 
started, and Porthcawl 
Town Council has 
released an angry 
statement, protesting at 
the sudden decision. 

A spokeswoman for 
Porthcawl Town Council 
told The GEM that the 


statement had been 
agreed by the council. 

The statement read: 
''Despite the decision 
being made by BCBC’s 
cabinet in June, 
Porthcawl Town Council 
was not contacted until 
a month later with the 
news that John Street 
toilets were to close, 
leaving the town council 
with very little time to 
consider its options. 

“Porthcawl Town 
Council is already in 
advanced discussions 
with BCBC over 
acquiring the Grijfin 
Park toilets - a process 
which has been 
protracted by the sheer 
level of neglect to which 
those toilets have been 
subjected. 

“It is now clear that 
Porthcawl Town Council 


will have to literally 
rebuild Griffin Park 
toilets when it takes 
them over within the 
next few months - as the 
building has been left to 
decay to such an extent. 

“Porthcawl Town 
Council has recently 
worked closely with 
Awen Trust to re-open 
the public toilets 
beneath the Grand 
Pavilion on Porthcawl 
seafront so that 
residents and visitors 
alike have access to 
much-needed public 
conveniences. The 
toilets at Rest Bay will 
be re-developed as part 
of the new watersports 
centre. 

“Despite the millions 
of pounds that 
Porthcawl has provided 
to BCBC over the years 
in council tax and car 
parking revenue, the 
failure to maintain 
Grijfin Park toilets and 
John Street toilets is just 
another example of 
Labour-controlled 
BCBC’s shameful 
neglect of Porthcawl. 

, “At this month’s town 


council meeting held at 
the Y Centre on John 
Street, a number of town 
councillors 
understandably asked 
“where has all the 
money gone?” 

The statement 
continued, looking at 
BCBC’s decision to 
contribute £11.3 million 
(over approximately 10 
years) to the City deal, 
which involves a total 
spend of £1.2 billion in 
the south Wales region, 
over £1 billion coming 
from the Welsh and UK 
governments. 

A number of town 
councillors have made 
their feelings clear on 
this previously, feeling 
that Porthcawl is on the 
fringe of the area, and 
will get very little of the 
infrastructure spending. 

The statement 
continued: ''BCBC’s 
shocking decision to 
plough £11.3 million 
into the City Deal from 
which Porthcawl or 
even Bridgend is 
unlikely to reap any 
benefit, becomes even 
more questionable when 


seen in light of callous 
cuts to local services 
and facilities like this. 

“Councillors were 
left aghast that BCBC 
has failed to consider a 
range of options for 
these iconic public 
conveniences housed in 
a listed building, 
especially in a seaside 
town that has a large 
resident and tourist 
population made up of 
both young families and 
elderly residents, 
deciding instead to axe 
them and issue 
redundancy notices to 
its staff. 

''Despite being under 
a statutory duty to 
publish a local toilets 
strategy pursuant to the 
Public Health (Wales) 
Act 2017, BCBC has 
still yet to do so. 
However, it seems its 
only strategy is to 
continue closing public 
toilets and expect local 
private businesses to 
open up their toilets to 
the public.”

Lor a number of years, the 
council has denied all 
applications, as it wishes to sell 
off the pitch for development. It 
also appears to have plans to 
sell off further pitches at 
woodlands fields, again for 
housing development. 

I would be interested to know 
how Mark Shephard, BCBC 
communities director, would 
square the removal of a 
community resource such as this 


local rugby club pitch. 

It is used by large numbers of 
local children, encourging and 
promoting a sense of 
community; or indeed how 
building over sports grounds 
promotes a healthy and socially 
inclusive lifestyle for our young 
people. 

It would appear that, far from 
being valued as an important 
community resource, Pencoed 
and the county’s sports pitches 
are more highly valued as a 
council cash cow.

A GROUP of 
enthusiasts who 
look after Hut 9 at 
the Island Farm 
former WWII 
prison camp in 
Bridgend have 
made a special 
journey to honour a 
local woman who 
died in 1945. 

Island Farm is, of 
course, famous for the 
German prisoner of war 
escape in 1945, and for a 
short time it was thought 
(wrongly) that Lily 
Griffiths had met her 
death as a result. 

Lily Griffiths (aged 
29), from Aberdare, was 
staying in a B&B in 
Porthcawl with her 
Canadian Army 

boyfriend, Howard 
Grossley (37) and their 
two-year-old son 

Anthony. 

On March 12, 1945, 
Lily travelled to 
Cwmaman in Aberdare to 
put little Anthony in the 
care of her sister, so that 
Lily could take up work 
in the Bridgend Royal 
Ordnance Factory later 
that week. 

On her return to 
Bridgend, Howard and 
Lily went for a late night 
walk around 10pm, 
during which Lily was 
shot by Howard 
Grossley. 

He initially convinced

Lily to tell the Police that 
he had been trying to 
protect her from a 
robbery by German 
PoWs who had escaped 
from the Island Farm 
Camp in Bridgend the 
previous day, but as 
Lily’s health started to 
fail, she changed her 
statement - the night 
before she died. 

Lily’s new statement 
claimed that Howard was 
a violent man who lived a 
double life. He was 
AWOL from the 

Canadian Army and 
married with a son in 
Canada. 

They had argued and 
the argument had 

escalated and resulted in 
the shooting. Lily 

tragically aborted a baby 
as a result of the shooting 
and died a few days later 
on March 16, 1945, but 
the sad story doesn’t end 
there. 

Little Anthony did not 


survive the year either. 
He drowned by falling in 
an Aberdare Lido during 
the VJ celebrations on 
August 15, 1945. 

Howard Grossley did 
not escape. He was 
hanged for murder on 
September 5, 1945, in 
Cardiff Prison. 

It meant that there 
were four tragic deaths in 
1945 as a consequence of 
that shooting. 

Locating the 

unmarked grave of Lily 
Griffiths and two-year- 
old Anthony, the Hut 9 
Preservation Group 
placed a cross and a 
plaque on the grave last 
weekend.

Tracey is supported in 
her many fundraising 
endeavours by her 
daughter-in-law Emily 
Davies (28) who lives in 
Ogmore Vale. Emily is a 
trainee pharmacy 

technician based in the 
Royal Glamorgan 

Hospital. 

Tracey explained: 
“My aim has been to 
raise awareness of 
Velindre Cancer Centre 
which treats people from 
all over Wales and also 
sometimes from 

England. 

“It is a truly amazing 
place treating people 
when they are at their 
most vulnerable - it’s a 
true credit to Wales. 

“Some of my patients 
from the Royal Gwent 
Hospital go to Velindre 
and I could see the 
impact it had on them. I 
could see where the 
money was going and 
that it is not wasted.” 

Before she began 
fundraising for Velindre 
Tracey had already 
raised £50,000 for other 
charitable causes. 

Her fundraising for 
Velindre began with a 
trip to Patagonia in 2015 
and went on from there. 

“I went with Shane 
Williams, Julian Lewis 
Jones, who played Crazy 
Karl in Stella, rugby 
broadcaster Sean Holley 
and 13 other people. 

“I completed a 400km 
bike ride over the 
Coromandel Hills in 
New Zealand in 2017, 
again with Shane 
Williams and 12 others.” 

She also completed a 
trek last year to Machu 
Picchu in Peru. At that 
point, she had raised 
£36,000 for Velindre and 
last year was named one 
of its ambassadors. 

She said: “Emily and I 
then decided to do a trek 
of our own this year to 


Cambodia with a 
£10,000 target. We’ve 
ended up raising just 
under £145,000. 

“Our ‘Light Up Pen Y 
Pan’ walks on May 5, 
May 12 and August 4, in 
which 400 people took 
part, brought in nearly 
£100,000 of the total. 
People are still paying in. 

“There are 10 of us in 
total taking part in the 
Cambodia trek. One of 
our members and a 
friend, Anne Wiggley, 
will be missing because 
she sadly lost her battle 
with cancer a few weeks 
ago. She was also an 
ambassador for Velindre. 
I had spent time with her 
on previous treks and 
walks. 

“The trek will be very 
emotional without Anne, 
especially when we get 
to the ‘Temples of 
Angkor Wat’.” 

Tracey has also raised 
more funds by 
organising car boot sales 
and psychic nights, and 
taking part in sky dives 
and so far, she has 
completed 17!

IN 1928, men and boys looking for work 
left the south Wales valleys and walked or 
cycled to Oxford in search of jobs in 
William Morris’s car factory. 

The 1920s had been a bad decade for many: there 
was the General Strike in 1926 and the Hunger 
March to London in 1927. Once settled in Oxford 
many of the Welshmen formed a choir known 
originally at The Cowley Male Voice Choir. It was 
renamed the Oxford Welsh Male Voice Choir and 
around half the choir are Welsh or have strong Welsh 
connections. 

To mark 90 years since they were established, the 
Oxford Welsh Male Voice Choir is joining forces 


with the Risca Male Choir to sing together in St

The statement 
continued: “Porthcawl 
Town Council will be 
vehemently opposing 
the decision to close 
John Street toilets and a 
group of PorthcawTs 
borough members, who 
sit on Porthcawl Town 
Council, will be seeking 
to meet with the senior 
officer at BCBC as a 
matter of urgency to 
resolve this serious 
situation.” 

In response, Cllr 
Richard Young, the 
BCBC cabinet member 
for communities, said: 
“Due to the financial 
situation we simply 
cannot continue to run 
public toilets in the way 
that we do now. 

“As a result of 
austerity, we have had 
to save £30m in the last 
three years, but over the 
next three years we will 
need to save £30m 
more to balance the 
books while continuing 
to protect services 
aimed at our most 
vulnerable residents. 

“When considering 
budget savings, no 
decision is easy. This 
isn’t something that we 
would choose to do if 
we were not forced to, 
and we are making 
every effort to try to 
find alternative ways of 
providing public toilets 
so that as many as 
possible can remain 
open. 

“We welcome all 
town and community 
councils, local groups, 
private businesses and 
more to work alongside 
us in a constructive way 
and I am disappointed 


that Porthcawl Town 
Council has decided to 
politicise this issue 
through the media 
rather than speaking to 
us directly on this 
occasion. 

“During the last year, 
we have had many 
meetings and 
conversations with 
Porthcawl Town 
Council regarding 
toilets in Porthcawl, and 
they were also included 
in a full public 
consultation that we 
held to gather views on 
which of our public 
toilets are most needed. 

“We will continue to 
discuss the matter with 
Porthcawl Town 
Council to find a 
suitable solution.”

Viva Las 
Pencoed? 
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Colwinston man (36) jailed 
for causing death of cyclist 


A TAXI driver 
whose vehicle 

struck three cyclists 
on the A48, killing 
one of them, has 
been jailed for three 
years at Cardiff 
Crown Court. 

Jack Berry, 26, a chef 
who died at the scene, 
was said to have had “the 
world at his feet.” 

Craig Gough said 
when he heard of Mr 
Berry’s death: “I’m 
devastated.” 

He had been working 
through the night for 
more than 13 hours and 
later lied that he had 
taken a rest period. 

Gough (36), of Hilton 
Farm, Colwinston, who 
had no previous 
convictions, admitted 
causing Mr Berry’s death 
by dangerous driving. 

Passing sentence. 
Judge Fieri Rees said it 
must have been obvious 
to him as he was very 
tired and had lost the 
facility to control his 
vehicle. 


Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that just before 
sunrise on October 28, 
Gough’s vehicle, a Skoda 
Octavia, struck the three 
cyclists between the 
Cowbridge bypass and 
Pentre Meurig. 

During his shift, 
Gough had accepted 33 
fares and was en route 
from Cardiff to 
Bridgend, where he was 
based. 

Earlier, he had 
obtained a takeaway at 
Talbot Green and drove 
to Cardiff intending to 
play poker to obtain 
money for a holiday. At 
one point, he gave a 
couple in Cardiff a free 
lift before leaving the 
city at 7.04am. 

Mr Berry and two 
others were keen cyclists 
who had ridden together 
for a year. They had met 
at St Hilary, had 
reflective clothing and 
were “well lit up”, riding 
in single file. 

Gough, said Mr Pugh, 
had an open view of the 
rear cyclist from 370 
metres and was 15

seconds from them. 

At 7.17am, the 
collision took place and 
Mr Berry, who was at the 
rear, was struck over the 
taxi. One cyclist hit a 
hedgerow and the other 
was left in the road. 

They were injured and 
were treated in hospital. 

Gough continued 
driving and admitted 
later that his car badge 
was damaged and he did 
a u-tum and returned to 
the scene. 

A motorist carried out 
CPR on Mr Berry but he 
died at the scene and was 
later identified by his 
wife. 

Death was caused by 
traumatic head injuries. 

All the cycles were 
badly damaged and 
Gough was visibly upset. 

He told the police he 
had been doing about 
55mph and lost 
concentration for a few 
seconds. He said his first 
fare had been 13 hours, 
37 minutes before and he 
had used energy drinks to 
stave off tiredness. 

One of the cyclists, 
Andrew Hooker, the 
landlord of The Bush 
Inn, where Mr Berry was 
employed, stated that life 
would never be the same 
again. Mr Berry, he said, 
was loved by the staff. 


After the collision, he 
stated he was very dazed 
and scared and received 
counselling. He once 
collapsed and suffered 
serious crying, as well as 
post traumatic stress 
disorder. He continued, 
saying that his life had 
changed forever and 
added: “Jack’s name will 
never leave us.” 

A school, the court 
heard, had been founded 
in Fiji by a charity in 
honour of Mr Berry. 

Cyclist Matthew 
Simmonds stated that 
since the collision, he 
drank excessively and 
feared for his own 
mortality. His attention 
span had been affected 
and he had become 
tearful. 

He described it as “a 
life changing 

experience”. 

James Evans, for 
Gough, said: “This is a 
tragic case. He accepts he 
was tired and not 
concentrating as he 
should have been. He 
panicked immediately 
after but returned to the 
scene within a minute.” 

His remorse, he said, 
was absolutely genuine 
and he realised it had to 
be a custodial sentence. 

The judge said: “The 
sentence has to reflect 
your degree of 
culpability.” 

She pointed out that he 
lied about taking a rest 
and an aggravating 
feature were the injuries 
caused to the other 
cyclists. 

Gough, she said, 
would carry his burden 
for the rest of his life. 

He was disqualified 
for five and a half years 
and ordered to take the 
extended driving test. 

The judge passed her 
condolences to the many 


members of Mr Berry’s 
family who were in 
court. 

PC Matthew 

Deschoolmeester, lead 
collision investigator, 
said: “The family of Jack 
Berry have shown 
considerable strength 
throughout the 

investigation in to the 
death of a much-loved 
husband, son and brother. 
Our thoughts remain 
with them at this time. 

“A morning cycle ride 
with three friends ended 
in tragedy due to Craig 
Gough’s actions. He 
knowingly drove while 
deprived of adequate 
sleep or rest and lost 
consciousness while 
driving in this case. 

“His actions have 
resulted in the death of 
Mr Berry which has left 
his family and friends 
heartbroken. 

“I hope this case sends 
a stark message to other 
motorists that a lapse in 
concentration such as 
from tiredness can lead 
to tragic circumstances 
such as this. 

“We would also like to 
highlight the importance 
for motorist to give 
cyclists plenty of room 
whilst overtalang - this 
should be the same 
amount of room as they 
would give for 
overtaking a car which is 
typically around 1.5m.”

‘Confusion’ over 
temporary closure 
of hospital unit 


REGIONAL AM Suzy Davies 
has asked health chiefs for 
information about the 
temporary closure of Y 
Bwthyn Newydd at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital in 
Bridgend. 

The unit was due to close at the end 
of August for refurbishment to be 
carried out, but the Bridgend local 
committee of the Community Health 
Council has complained about a lack 
of information about the closure. 

Welsh Conservative Suzy Davies 
said: “This unit provides end of life 
care and is run jointly by ABMU and 
Macmillan Cancer Care. It is highly 
regarded by people in the Bridgend 
area and it was built following a public 
appeal. So it belongs as much to the 
community as to the health board. 

“I am concerned that people seem to 
be in the dark about what’s happening, 
especially when the CHC is the 
patient’s watchdog whose job it is to 
protect their interests. 

“I have asked ABMU chairman 
Andrew Davies for an update about 
what’s happening with Y Bwthyn, how 
long it will be closed and what has 
happened to the patients who were 
occupying its eight beds. 

“I gather that one family was told 
that their relative had to go home as no 
beds were available for him at the 
hospital. 

“Others have been transferred to the 
Ty 01 wen unit at Morriston, which is a 
considerable distance away for 
relatives to visit especially if they do 
not have transport of their own.” 

In a statement from ABMU, the 
acting cancer services group manager, 
Les Hammond, said: “We announced 
in August that Y Bwthyn Newydd 


would be undergoing a refurbishment 
and that temporary arrangements 
would be in place while the work was 
carried out. 

“Unfortunately we omitted to 
inform the CHC in advance, for which 
we have apologised. We can give 
assurances that we are keeping the 
CHC fully up to date with progress. 

“From the outset we have 
maintained close contact with every 
patient affected about their own needs 
and about the range of options for their 
care during the refurbishment, to 
support them to have their preferred 
place of care. 

“The work, coinciding with the 
unit’s 21st anniversary, was made 
possible by generous donations over 
the years by patients, family members 
and the public. 

“It includes improved kitchen 
facilities for patients and families, 
along with a larger family room and 
new fixtures and fittings. 

“In order to complete the work as 
quickly as possible, it was decided to 
relocate the in-patient unit for up to six 
weeks, from August 30. 

“During this time the specialist beds 
have been relocated to Ty Olwen in 
Morriston Hospital. 

“Patients in Princess of Wales 
Hospital and the community continue 
to receive support from the hospital 
and community palliative care 
services. 

“The palliative care day centre has 
temporarily relocated to Y Rhosyn in 
Neath Port Talbot Hospital, where 
those attending will continue to have 
access to a wide range of therapeutic 
activities including exercise and 
relaxation groups and complementary 
therapies.” 

GR 
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Woman (26) 
smuggled 
drugs into 
Parc Prison 


A CARER for the 
elderly who took 
drugs worth over 
£1,000 into Parc 
Prison, Bridgend, 
for her inmate 
brother has herself 
been put behind 
bars, writes AJ 
Sicluna. 

Cardiff Crown Court 
heard that she wrapped 
them in kitchen paper 
and concealed them in 
her underwear, said 
prosecutor Rosamund 
Rutter. 

She even sprinkled 
pepper over them in an 
attempt to put sniffer 
dogs off the scent but the 
ruse failed. 

Laura Mason, 26, of 
Llanrumney, Cardiff, 
admitted taking cannabis 
and 20 Butrunor tablets 
into the prison. 

The tablets, said Ms 
Rutter, could sell for 
more than £30 each 
while the cannabis was 
valued at £120. 

Ms Rutter said Mason 
went to the prison at 
5.30pm on January 2. As 
she went through 
security, sniffer dogs 
detected the prohibited 
items. 

She was confronted by 
staff who saw her 
adjusting her clothing 
and the drugs were found 
after a full strip search. 

She was arrested and 
the following day said 
she took the drugs into 
the prison for her brother 


who had told her he 
would be seriously 

assaulted if he didn’t pay 
off a debt. 

Gareth Williams, for 
Mason, urged that she be 
given a suspended 

sentence. 

He claimed the 

amount of the drug was 
“relatively small. 

“At the time, she was 
visibly nervous and it 
didn’t take prison staff 
long to become 

suspicious. She had 
never been in such an 
environment before and 
in every way she is of 
obvious good character, 
working and caring for 
the elderly”. 

Mr Williams added: 
“Some people do very 
stupid things and she 
regrets it. This is a very 
sorry tale”. 

Judge Jonathan 
Furness told her: “I 
accept you were under 
pressure because of 
threats made to your 
brother.” 

He added: “I am 
satisfied you knew what 
you were doing and that 
it was against the law and 
serious. 

“Taking drugs into 
prison disturbs the 
working of the prison 
and can increase the 
difficulty of maintaining 
a safe environment. 

“People who take 
drugs into prison must 
know that is where they 
will go themselves.” 

She was jailed for 10 
weeks.

Waste contractors were fined by 
BCBC — but amount is not revealed 


MANAGERS in charge of Bridgend’s 
controversial £82m seven-year Kier waste 
contract appeared before councillors on 
Monday (September 17) to answer 
questions on the first year’s performance. 

When the contract began in June 2017, the new 
service was described as causing “chaos” with large 
numbers of missed rubbish and recycling 
collections. 

But the new approach to waste collection has 
resulted in the county borough’s annual recycling 
rate rising from 58 per cent in 2016-17 to 68.5 per 
cent for 2017-18. 

Bridgend County Borough Council (BCBC) has 
gone from being the second worst local authority in 
Wales for recycling to being the second best in under 
a year. 

Speaking at the overview and scrutiny committee 
meeting on Monday September 17, the BCBC 
cabinet member for communities, Cllr Richard 
Young, said there had been “a degree of extreme 
criticism” at the start of the contract but there was 
“no doubt” the service had got better. 

He said: “The start was unfortunate, we worked 
through it and it has taken the cooperation of Kier, 
officers and councillors.” 

Communities director Mark Shephard said Kier 
had been fined a “significant” amount by the council 
for failing to meet contractual expectations such as 
missed collections. 

He said: “We’ve been advised by our legal team 
that we can’t discuss the amount as it is 
commercially sensitive. 

“The financial penalties were mainly applied very 
early on in the contract. They’ve managed to reduce 
the problem.” 

According to a report which went before 
councillors, the fines are based on a points-based 
system. For example, a missed collection is two 
points and a late container or sack delivery is five 
points, with points multiplying for each additional 
day. 

In year one of the contract almost 425,000 points 
were calculated. The number currently is around 
9,100 points a month, which is decreasing.

BCBC’s head of neighbourhood services, Zak 
Shell, said the problems were exacerbated in the first 
year of the new service due to the series of 
successive interim management arrangements at 
Kier. 

He said: “Since employing the local manager 
from within the borough it has very much helped 
speeding up the process of settling the contract. 

“Putting Scott Saunders in place and the team 
which he now has behind him has improved things 
markedly.” 

Kier regional manager Maz Akhtar said over 50 
per cent of the management team in the Bridgend 
depot had changed in recent months. 

He said: “The new team has been excellent, 
they’ve delivered significant improvements and 
continue to do so on an almost daily basis.” 

BCBC Leader Cllr Huw David said he had been 
one of the first to criticise Kier, but there had since 
been “huge improvements”. 

He thanked residents in the county for 
“embracing” the service, saying its success was 
down to them. 

He added: “The year we were introducing the new 
service we just missed our recycling target and we 
could have received a fine from Welsh Government. 

“I had to explain to the Minister for the 
Environment we were introducing the service and 
that was the only reason we did not get fined.” 

Some of the issues raised during the scrutiny 
committee meeting: 

• Black plastic - There are no plans to introduce 
a black plastic recycling system in Bridgend due to 
the cost of recycling it. 

Mr Akhtar said it would cost around £110k a year 
to recycle the material. 

He said: “The market for black plastic doesn’t 
really exist. There’s hardly any weight in black 
plastic, so you would have to get an awful lot 
together to make it worthwhile. 

“It’s something we need to keep on the radar 
because the markets have significantly changed in 
the last year for recycling, where China has upped 
the quality of materials they’re accepting.” 

Mr Shell said: “It’s worth noting quite a few of the 
producers of black plastic are cottoning onto the 
problems to recycling black plastic. 

“A number of lightweight trays and supply 
products are changing.” 

• Schools - Kier is looking to introduce food 
waste and card recycling at certain schools in the 
county. 

Currently, 14 schools in the county use Kier 
commercial waste. 

The majority of schools have their waste collected 
by other contractors. 

•Absorbent Hygiene Product (AHP) 
recycling - The council currently sends its AHP 
products to NappiCycle in Ammanford. 

The group manager for streetworks, Andrew 
Hobbs, told councillors work was being undertaken 
with the Welsh Government to look at setting up a 
new AHP recycling facility closer to Bridgend. 

Mark Shephard said residents would also get to 
have their say over whether the council should 
continue to run the service when the budget 
consultation begins. 

He said: “My personal view is it’s not something 
we would want to lose at all but the question is being 
asked as there is a potential financial saving. 

“If it was cut it would have an impact on our 


recycling and it may be in a couple of years we 
would want to reintroduce it to achieve the next 
recycling target.” 

• Wildmill estate - 

An extra collection day for recycled products is 
taking place on the Wildmill estate in Bridgend to 
help tackle waste and fly tipping issues around 
communal bin areas. 

Extra recycling bins have also been rolled out on 
the housing estate. 

• Webcams at Community Recycling Centres - 

Webcams are being set up at recycling centres in 
the county to allow residents to check online before 
they visit to see how busy it is at the centre. 

The first webcam will soon go live at the Maesteg 
centre and the Brynmenyn one will follow. 

Mr Shell said a technical issue with setting up a 
webcam at the Tythegston centre meant it would be 
too expensive. 

He said: “I think the webcams will be really 
useful for members of the public who want to go to 
a recycling centre but they want to choose a quieter 
time so they can look online and see what’s going 
on. 

“We’ve been sent the first link for one of the sites 
so we will get it set up on the council website as soon 
as possible. 

“Due to the substantial cost involved with 
Tythegston and the long-term view to move the 
centre to a site in Pyle, it seems investing the money 
for a webcam would be a waste of money.” 

• Polystyrene - 

Kier says it in discussions with another supplier to 
recycle polystyrene back into reusable packaging. 

• Use of Welsh language in the call centre - 

Cllr Gareth Howells asked about the provision of 

customer service calls in the Welsh language. Kier 
uses a separate Welsh language call centre to its one 
in Torquay for Welsh speakers. 

Mr Akhtar said there were no calls made in Welsh 
last month and at its highest level, around five or six 
calls were made in Welsh. 

• Calendars with ‘wrong’ collection dates for 
garden waste - 

Cllr Norah Clarke said there was an issue with 
Kier not getting the right collection dates which left 
calendars being sent out with the wrong date and the 
company then having to send out corrections. 

The Nottage ward councillor said: “I have found, 
especially in Porthcawl, that residents were given 
calendars saying garden waste would be collected on 
a certain day and then another calendar came out a 
week later because the days were wrong. 

“Some people didn’t get the second notification 
so the waste was going out on the first day instead of 
the right day and that seemed to go on for weeks and 
weeks.” 

Mr Akhtar said that as garden waste was an opt-in 
service, Kier could not be sure what the uptake 
would be before it began. 

He said: “Initially we base the data on how many 
customers we have and that needs to be rebalanced if 
we have more customers sign up. 

“Last year I think we left it a bit too late, the 
letters didn’t go out until Eebruary. 

“This year we will get them out in November 
which should mean by January we will have the bulk 
of the customers signed up and we can plan the 
rounds accordingly.”

T he summer

In fact, a few of the 
members have 
dedicated their spare 
time to actively 
searching, putting up 


posters and seeking 
celebrity endorsements 
to help spread the word. 

Despite the continued 
support and the 
outpouring of positivity, 
poor Ludo has yet to be 
spotted. 

“The not knowing 
what has happened to 
him is the worst thing,” 
said Hannah Bull. 

“Evenings are the 
worst, when your mind 
starts to go into 
overload you worry 
even more - I miss 
everything about him.” 

Chris Bull says they 
are both overwhelmed 
by the kindness they are 
being shown, people 
they never knew before 
have been amazing, 
organising searches, 
putting up posters and 
going door to door with 
flyers. 

They just need a 
sighting - many people 
are ready to spring into 
action as soon as there 
is a positive sighting, 
something they are 
hoping they get very 
soon. 

“Too many tears have 


been shed and not just 
by us. The love for 
Ludo is immense and 
the support is fantastic - 
if love and support 
could find him, he 
would be home in a 
nanosecond,” he said. 

Hannah and Chris are 
worried that with time 
marching on, people 
will give up on him - 
something they will 
never do; he is their dog 
and they will not rest 


until he is back with 
them. 

If someone finds a 
dog, the law says they 
must report it to the dog 
warden. It can be 
tempting to take in a 
stray dog, but people 
are urged to think about 
the dog’s family and to 
always report a stray. 

There is currently a 
substantial reward for 
Ludo’s safe return.

Vale Council struggles 
with increase in demand for 
mental health assessments 


FAMILIES are 
being left “in 
despair” as councils 
fail to cope with a 
soaring demand for 
urgent mental 
health assessments, 
it has been reported. 

The Vale and Cardiff 
areas have experienced 
what’s been described as 
a “scary” increase in the 
number of referrals for 
deprivation of liberty 
safeguards - which are 
for people unable to 
make decisions about 
their own care who need 
constant supervision. 

A team dealing with 


‘DoLS’ referrals across 
the region are dealing a 
backlog of more than 800 
outstanding assessments 
which have yet to be 
carried out which has led 
to concerns many 
families are being left 
without urgently-needed 
support. 

More than 2,500 
referrals for ‘DoLS’ were 
received by the team in 
2017/18 alone - and just 
1,676 assessments were 
completed. 

Natasha James, the 
Vale Council’s 

operational manager for 
safeguarding and service 
outcomes, has said all 


local authorities are 
struggling with the 
demand. 

She told the council’s 
healthy living and social 
care scrutiny committee 
on September 11: “The 
demand for authorisation 
of deprivation of liberty 
safeguards far outweighs 
what we are able to keep 
up with and achieve.” 

‘DoLS’ assessments 
are co-ordinated by the 
Cardiff and the Vale 
Deprivation of Liberty 
Safeguards/Mental 
Capacity Act on behalf of 
three authorities. 

The team completed 
840 ‘DoLS’ assessments

outstanding. ‘DoLS’ 
referrals for hospital 
patients have to be 
prioritised because of the 
unpredictable nature of 
hospital admissions. 

Some 508 assessments 
from Cardiff Council 
were completed in 
2017/18, and in April 
there were 504 
outstanding. 

Figures for DoLS 
assessments from 

the Vale Council showed 
328 were completed in 
2017/18, and in April 
there were 230 
outstanding. 

A landmark Supreme 
Court Ruling in 2014 
caused an increase in 
‘DoLS’ assessments 
which local authorities 
have to deal with. 

It made factors such as 
the purpose of a 
deprivation of liberty or 
the person’s compliance 
with it irrelevant when 
social services decided 
upon applications. 

Before the ruling took 
effect in 2013/14, 
authorities across Cardiff 
and the Vale dealt with 
just 93 ‘DoLS’ referrals. 

Cllr Neil Thomas told 
the committee: “It’s a 
scary increase in the 
numbers. It’s astronomic. 

“It looks like cases at 


the bottom of the list will 
never get to the top. It 
appears they will never 
be assessed.” 

Ms James said: “This 
is absolutely the case for 
authorities across the 
board.” 

Cllr Thomas added: 
“There are going to be 
families in despair and 
continuing despair, 
because the support is 
not coming through.” 

Amanda Phillips, head 
of resource management 
and safeguarding, said 
there will be other 
measures taken to 
mitigate risk to people 
while they are waiting to 
be assessed. 

A report to the 
committee said‘DoLS’ 
assessments are not done 
in isolation. 

The report stated: 
“Individuals who are 
involved in the ‘DoLS’ 
process and who are 
resident within the Vale 
Council area will have 
already have had a full 
assessment of their care 
and support needs by an 
appropriate professional. 

“An appropriate care 
and support plan will be 
in place and the authority 
will have ensured that 
identified needs are 
being met.”

Fonmon

September 


AS ever the seasons 
change and the 
bees are certainly 
aware of this: they 
are already 
preparing for the 
coming winter, and 
the observant 
beekeeper will see 
the drones (male 
bees) being forcibly 
removed from the 
hive. 

Starvation and the 
cold will bring about 
their demise. Why does 
this happen? When bees 
swarm the old queen 
will leave the colony 
with a good number of 
its inhabitants, but 
provision has been made 
for a new queen to 
emerge in the now 
somewhat smaller 
colony left behind and 
this new queen will 
have to be mated before 
she can become fully 
functional. The drone’s 
only contribution. 

The worker bees (the 
ladies) who do all of the 
work, do all of the 
organising and control 
all colony functions, 
know only too well that 
there will be no 
swarming in the winter 
months, there will be no 
new queens so all 
drones are surplus to 
requirements; and these 
male non-contributors 
cannot be allowed to 


consume valuable in- 
house winter provisions. 
Pretty smart, eh? 

However, the 
beekeeper must ensure 
that sufficient foodstuffs 
are available within the 
colony to enable them to 
survive throughout the 
winter months. Each 
colony will require at 
least 401b of honey and 
a quantity of pollen to 
do so. 

Feeding colonies can 
be done by mixing a 
Ikilo bag of white 
processed sugar and 1 
pint of water together. 
This mixture produces 
syrup that is readily 
utilised by the bees. 
Commercial syrup is 
available and it is far 
superior to the white 
sugar mix. 

Why feed? Well, the 
weather may have 
prevented foraging trips 
or the beekeeper has 
removed stores that 
should really have been 
left alone. 

Decisions, decisions: 
the bees know what they 
are doing. It is all too 
often the beekeeper who 
does not, and winter 
losses due to starvation 
do occur when the 
wrong decision has been 
made.

Should people be 
jailed for not paying 
council tax? Vale Council 
says it needs the option 


A LOCAL solicitor 
is asking clients past 
and present to 
support her after 
being nominated for 
a prestigious award.

A COUNCIL has 
defended sending 
people who don’t 
pay council tax to 
prison after more 
than a dozen of its 
residents were 
jailed for the 
offence in recent 
years. 

The Welsh 

Government is asking 
councils whether it 
should remove the 
threat of imprisonment 
for non-payment of 
council tax. 

The Vale Council is 
expected to tell the 
Welsh Government it is 
against the removing 
the threat - despite 
critics calling it a 
‘Victorian’ measure. 

It comes after 16 
people in the Vale have 
been put behind bars for 
non-payment of council 
tax between 2013/14 
and 2017/18. 

A total of 19,839 
summonses taking 
people to court were 
issued to Vale residents 
in that time. Leader of 
the Vale Council, John 
Thomas, confirmed in 
July. 

The council also said 
secured £416,712 
during the past four 
years from people who 
refused to pay council 
tax through court 
summonses. 

It said thousands of 
warning letters, sent 
before reaching the 
court summons stage, 
are being ignored by 
people who refuse to 
engage. 

The Vale Council’s 
draft response to Welsh 


Government said: “To 
suggest that committal 
should end without a 
viable alternative is 
simply unrealistic and 
would inevitably lead to 
a reduction in collection 
rates when council 
resources and services 
are already over 
stretched. 

“If no viable 
alternative is available, 
then this could also 
encourage other 
customers who 
currently pay their 
council tax to resist 
payment as the 
collection process 
would be far less 
effective resulting in 
increased write-offs.” 

The council said it is 
“very selective” in 
ensuring that action is 
only taken “against 
those debtors who 
refuse to engage”. 

Imprisonment for 
non-payment of council 
tax was described by 
Plaid Cymru councillor 
Ian Johnson in July as a 
“Victorian practice”. 

A study by the 
Institute of Money 
Advisers and Payplan 
last year found court 


action by local 
authorities against 
people with council tax 
debt has “increased 
dramatically” since 
2012 in Wales. 

Their report said: 
“The litigious nature of 
council tax collection is 
out of step with the way 
that other civil debts are 
dealt with in the courts. 

“There is also clear 
evidence that there are 
miscarriages of justice 
in the imprisonment of 
people for having 
council debts. The 
consequences for people 
imprisoned for council 
tax debt can be very 
severe. Advisers report 
that people who are 
behind with their bills 
often feel threatened 
with imprisonment even 
when there is no 
realistic prospect of 
lawful imprisonment in 
these cases.” 

A report to the Vale 
Cabinet said: “The 
council actively pursues 
debtors who have 
received reminders and 
court orders requiring 
them to pay their arrears 
of council tax, but who, 
despite being able to 


pay, have not done so. 

“Action at this level 
is only taken as last 
resort with the numbers 
committed to prison 
being very low. No one 
has been imprisoned 
since January 2017 for 
non-payment of council 
tax in the Vale of 
Glamorgan. 

“However, it is 
considered that this is 
an important option that 
the council should be 
able to utilise where an 
individual is opting not 
to pay their council tax 
bill.” 


CUTHBERT 
Arthur Brereton 
was one of the 
engineers involved 
in Barry No 2 Dock 
for the Wolfe Barry 
Partnership and 
was one of three 
Breretons engaged 
in engineering in 
south Wales. 

They included his 
father, Robert Maitland 
Brereton, and the more 
distantly related Robert 
Pearson Brereton who 
came into prominence on 
September 15 when his 
work was celebrated at 
Porthcawl. 

The legacy of the 
engineer was celebrated 
when a commemorative 
plaque was unveiled by 
the chair of the 
Institution of Civil 
Engineers Wales Cymru, 
Sarah Jones and Cllr Dr 
Charles Smith of 
Bridgend County 

Borough Council. 

Marking the 200th 
anniversary of his birth, 
Robert Pearson Brereton 
(1818-1894) was born in 
the year the Institution of 
Civil Engineers was 
founded, and on 
September 15, 1859 with 
the death of Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, 

Brereton would cease to 
be his senior assistant 
and would now be 
engaged on finishing his 
engineering works. 

Brereton is generally 
relegated to the footnotes 
of history - one of the 
invisible superheroes of 
engineering unlike the 
first president of the 
Institution of Civil 
Engineers, Thomas 
Telford, George 

Stephenson or Isambard 
Kingdom Brunei, who 
are remembered today as 
the giants of the 
industrial revolution. 

In the years after 
Brunei’s death, Brereton 


was busy completing 
works such as the 
railway from the 
Maesteg district to 
Bridgend and on to 
Porthcawl, but he would 
also undertake some new 
projects of his own, 
including a new dock at 
Porthcawl. 

In June 1864 an Act of 
Parliament authorised the 
construction of a dock 
with entrance and gates 
and other works at the 
northern end of the 
existing tidal basin, the 
substitution of a southern 
entrance for the one on 
the side, the extension of 
the breakwater by 100 
yards and the erection of 
an inner pier 70 yards 
long. 

Designed by Brereton, 
it was completed at a cost 
of £250,000 and opened 
on July 22, 1867. 

The great increase in 
ships’ tonnages and the 
competition of newer and 
deeper docks put 
Porthcawl under a great 
strain to survive in the 
20th century; it exported 
165,000 tons in 1871 of 
coal but within 20 years 
was struggling. 

In 1906, Porthcawl 
gave up coal exporting 
and went from dock port 
to seaside resort with 
Brereton’s inner dock 
filled in around the 
Second World War 

period. 

Cuthbert Arthur 
Brereton was also 

involved with dockwork, 
in particular, Barry No 2 
Dock and he worked on 
Porthcawl Dock under R 
P Brereton. In a more 

personal link with 

Cuthbert Arthur 

Brereton, he married a 
Jenner from Wenvoe 
Castle.

Under the auspices of 
Shane Black, the latest 
Predator film to hit 
cinema screens is 
simply titled The 
Predator. Boyd 
Holbrook plays Quinn 
McKenna, a sniper who 
gets caught up in events 
when a Predator ship 
crashes on earth. 

With the military (led 
by Sterling K Brown) 
determined to cover up 
the incident, Quinn is 
sent to be locked up 
with a group of patients, 
themselves former 
soldiers (amongst them 
Trevante Rhodes, 
Thomas Jane and 
Keegan Michael-Key). 

However, Quinn 
leads an escape when he 
realises the Predator is 
going after his son 
(Jacob Tremblay), who 
has intercepted some 
Predator technology 
sent home by Quinn as 
evidence. 

Teaming up with 
biologist Casey Bracket 
(Olivia Munn), can this 
ragtag mob stop the 


Predator? And what if 
this alien is just the tip 
of the iceberg? 

Shane Black films 
never really follow the 
genre guidelines. See 
how he redefined the 
action genre with Lethal 
Weapon or how he 
undercut the Marvel 
blockbuster template 
with the irreverent (and 
for my money under 
appreciated) Iron Man 
3. 

The Predator works 
on the same level, a 
film that pays lip 
service to the series thus 
far, but a film that is 
resolutely a Shane 
Black piece of work. 
How much you enjoy it 
will depend on your 
love of the man’s work 
and how closely you 
hold the Predator film 
series. 

Co-written with Fred 
Dekker (who co-wrote 
the seminal 1987 
Monster Squad with 
Black), this is a film 
that attunes 1980s 
action blockbuster 
sensibilities to 21st 
century filmmaking; 
and for the first two- 
thirds of the film, it 
works well. 

You have characters 
that, if under-explored, 
are enjoyable enough 
company that you can 
engage with them, a 
plot that kicks in 
straight away and 
doesn’t offer any let up 
at all, and action 
sequences that are fun.

final third, and 
everything that’s gone 
before is undone by a 
climax that plays by the 
rules that Black and 
Dekker have so wilfully 
ignored previously. 

Knowing that the 
entire third act was 
rewritten and reshot 
doesn’t help, but it’s 
almost as if the pair 
realised that one of the 
joys of the Predator 
franchise is seeing the 
gigantic alien rain down 
the pain on his prey a 
little too late in the day. 

So what we get is an 
ending that rushes to the 
finishing line and 
cleaves a little too 
closely to the 1987 film, 
full of continuity errors 
and overly-exuberant 
editing, with a desire to

as possible before we 
reach the traditional 
genre face-off. 

It’s disappointing as 
what precedes it is, 
while hardly earth- 
shattering, reasonably 
good fun. Black’s 
trademark smart 
dialogue gives a frisson 
to proceedings, while 
his direction (despite 
some iffy CGI) is a 
relentless smorgasbord 
of gun fire, woundings 
and action, amping up 
that 1980s feeling. 

The cast are all 
pleasing enough without 
overly pushing things. 
Boyd Holbrook makes a 
relatable, if grouchy, 
lead and Olivia Munn 
brings smarts and 
personality to what 
could have been a basic 
character. 

Sterling K Brown has 
plenty of fun chewing 
the scenery as a military 
figure on the trail of the 
Predator, while the 
former soldiers who 
become embroiled in 
Quinn’s mission to save 
his son (the always 
excellent Jacob 
Tremblay) bring a 
humour that lightens the 
mood considerably and 
gives the film a lighter 
tone. 

This is a film that 
doesn’t play things too 
straight; its ability to 


deliver just a hint of 
cheekiness (comparing 
the Predator to Whoopi 
Goldberg, dismissing 
the handle of the 
Predator because his 
MO is more that of a 
hunter) means its tone 
never becomes too 
portentous (aside from 
the finale) and that 
offers something 
different than what 
we’ve seen in Predator 
films thus far. 

However, with its 
rule-playing climax 
(and a ham-fisted slice 
of sequel-baiting) it 
chafes with what’s gone 
before, and it leaves The 
Predator being a fun, 
but frustrating, 
experience. 

VERDICT: Two 
thirds enjoyable, one 
third terrible. The 
Predator makes for a 
quirky and satisfying 
experience - at least 
until its ending, which 
plays too safe and 
predictably in 
comparison to what’s 
gone before. It’s a little 
shaggy in places, but 
Shane Black’s handling 
of it is, in the main, 
more than solid and 
makes it reasonably 
pleasing effort. Average.

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BCBC mulls cutting all 
public bus subsidies 


BRIDGEND County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) is considering 
withdrawing all of the 
subsidies that it provides 
towards local bus 
services. 

BCBC and Welsh 
Government support regional 
and local bus services by 
subsidising routes that, said a 
spokesperson, “...may not be 
commercially viable”. 

BCBC began the current 
financial year with a budget of 
£180,000 to put towards bus 
services and community 
transport, which was 
supplemented by a Welsh 
Government grant of £386,826. 

Earlier this year, cabinet 
members agreed to cut the 
subsidy for six partly-funded 
bus routes around Bridgend. 
Since taking that decision in 
May, all but one of the six 
routes are continuing to operate 
commercially by the bus 
companies in some form, albeit 
with revised timetables that 
may involve less frequent 
services. 

After monitoring the impact 


of removing those subsidies, 
cabinet members have agreed 
to support the removal of all 
remaining funding for 
supported bus services in the 
county borough from 2019/20 
onwards to help, continued the 
spokesperson, “...the local 
authority meet future savings 
targets”. 

A full public consultation 
will now be held in the next 
few months so that local 
residents can have their say 
before the final decision is 
taken. 

Cllr Richard Young, the 
council’s cabinet member for 
communities, said: “Our recent 
experience demonstrates that 
the removal of subsidies will 
not necessarily mean that all 
routes will no longer be 
provided in some form. 

“However, the decision to 
operate them in full or part 
would lie with the operators 
who may decide to stop 
running journeys that aren’t 
deemed as being commercially 
viable. 

“No-one wants to see money 
wasted on empty buses making 
journeys that aren’t in demand, 
but there are obviously many 


local residents who do rely on 
catching a bus to go about their 
daily lives. 

“Before we make any final 
decision over withdrawing the 
subsidies we will hold a public 
consultation to gather local 
people’s views and will also 
discuss the matter with the bus 
companies. We can then 
properly consider the 
implications arising from the 
possible removal of this 
funding.” 

Withdrawing all remaining 
subsidies would affect the 
following eight bus services: 

Number 67 First Cymru 
service from Bridgend to 
Aberkenfig via Pen-y-Fai 
(Monday to Saturday). 

Number 37 Easyway service 
from Maesteg Parc Estate 
(Daytime Monday to Saturday) 

Number 73 First Cymru 
service from Bridgend to 
Blaengarw (Evenings Monday 
to Saturday) 

Number 76 First Cymru 
service from Bridgend to 
Bettws, Vale View Diversion 
(Monday to Saturday) 

Number 51 Easyway service 
from Bridgend to Oaklands 
Road (Daytime Monday to 


Saturday) 

Number 803 Travel Final 
service from Danygraig to 
Porthcawl (Monday to 
Saturday) 

Number 61 Peyton Travel 
service from Nottage to 
Porthcawl (Circular) (Monday 
to Saturday) 

Number 16 Easyway service 
from Bridgend to Blaengarw 
via Heol-y-Mynydd and 
Braich-y-Cymmer (Daytime 
Monday to Saturday) 

The BCBC spokesperson 
said: “The borough council has 
saved £30 million in the last 
three years, but over the next 
three years will need to save 
£30m more to balance the 
books.”

Pipe dream? Council 
CAT ramps up plans 
for Pencoed skatepark 


PLANS to turn a tennis court 
into a £60,000 skatepark in 
Pencoed was due to go before 
cabinet members of Bridgend 
County Borough Council 
(BCBC) on September 18). 

The plans are part of a Community 
Asset Transfer (CAT) between the 
local authority and Pencoed Town 
Council. 

The town council wants to take on a 
35-year lease for two tennis courts at 
Pencoed Recreation Ground - one of 
which has already been converted into 
a ‘multi-use games area’. 

BCBC’s CAT steering group 
approved the lease in October 2017 but 
the transfer now needs to be authorised 
by cabinet members. 

The plans have prompted a number 
of objections with concerns over the 
loss of a “well-used” tennis court. 

However, the town council says the 


existing tennis court is dilapidated and 
potentially dangerous with the fencing 
damaged and the net in a poor state. 

It says the proposed site is the most 
suitable area at the recreation ground 
for a skateboard park because of 
potential noise nuisance to neighbours. 

The town council, which received 
planning permission for the skatepark 
in April, has questioned the validity of 
the online and paper petitions 
submitted against the CAT plans, 
saying it was concerned many 
signatures were from people not living 
in Pencoed or indeed the county 
borough. 

Councillors will decide whether the 
council should complete the leasehold 
transfer at a cabinet meeting on 
Tuesday, September 18. 

BCBC has allocated £20,000 to the 
total development cost of the 
skateboard park.

Call made to tackle 
‘overflowing’ 
litter bin problem 


BRIDGEND County Borough 
Council’s two refuse bag limit 
for residents is - according to 
some councillors - leaving 
public litter bins overflowing, 
and they say people are taking 
their household rubbish into 
the street and parks to get rid 
of it. 

The new system of rubbish 
collection, which came into force in 
June 2017 aimed to increase 
recycling rates and reduce the 
amount of rubbish taken to landfill 
sites. 

The results show a huge success, 
with the county going from being the 
second worst in Wales for recycling 
to being the second best in under a 
year. 

However, alongside new 
restrictions on household waste, there 
has been a rise in the amount of 
rubbish dumped in public bins 
instead. 

Speaking at a council meeting 
scrutinising the effect of the waste 
contract that Bridgend County 
Borough Council (BCBC) has with 
private firm Kier, Llangeinor ward 
councillor Roz Stirman said: “I’m 
concerned that because our residents 
can only use two blue bin bags every 
fortnight what they’re actually doing 
is filling up all the litter bins on the 
lamp-posts, in the parks and 
everywhere else. 

“How do we stop this?” 

The scrutiny committee chairman 
and Brackla ward councillor John 
Spanswick said: “I see it day in and 
day out with litter bins jam-packed in 
the streets and rubbish bagged up 
under them.” 

And Nottage ward councillor 
Norah Clarke said in Porthcawl there 
were also issues, particularly with the 
bins on Nottage Green, which is 
owned by the town council. 

She said: “The bins there are 


becoming full of household waste 
which obviously Porthcawl Town 
Council is having to empty. 

“We have noted that people stop in 
their cars at a public bin and empty 
not only what they’ve got in their car 
but household waste as well. 

“It’s happening right across the 
county.” 

Council officers urged people to 
report the problems, saying 
enforcement teams were trying to 
identify the culprits and hand out 
fines. 

The head of neighbourhood 
services, Zak Shell, said: “We will 
look to take action with enforcement 
teams where we can. 

“In Maesteg last week a number of 
bags were found fly-tipped and we 
managed to find a number of 
different addresses where 
enforcement action has been taken. 

“It is important we tackle this 
wherever we can and whenever we 
see it.” 

He added: “The positive aspect is 
that we haven’t switched from being 
one of the worst recyclers in Wales to 
being one of the very best recyclers 
in Wales without, by and large, the 
vast majority of the public complying 
with the rules and actually switching 
their behaviour and recycling as we 
expect and want. 

“There are instances where certain 
members of the public will try and 
find a way around the rules but it is 
fortunately the small minority, 
otherwise we wouldn’t see the 
change in recycling rates that we 
have.”

Blackwood to a single score during the 
second period with the final score 12-0 
to Blackwood. 

Not one individual can be singled 
out from this display of guts and 
courage to play as one unit with 
everyone encouraging and supporting 
each other.

With all seven replacements made at 
half-time it made no difference to the 
way the Athletic played and the points 
kept coming. Relentless in all aspects 
of play the Athletic had hit the 50-point 
mark automatically ending the game 
and now look forward to a place in the 
next round.

ANOTHER extract 
from Brian Lee's 
long out of print 
book The Races 
Came Off. 

In 1904, at the Aubrey 
Arms in Bonvilston, 
horses and riders were 
joined by motorists and 
cyclists from miles 
around, the occasion 
being the Glamorgan 
Hunt point-to-point 
fixture. 

After the riders had 
been given their 
instructions they moved 
to Carmel Hill. The 
course around Pencarreg 
Earm was said to have 
been the hardest the 
riders had experienced 
since the races were first 
held. 

Eor the second year 
running Tom Price's 
Black Eury won the 
heavyweight race after 
making all the running. 
Gerald Bruce's Darkle, a 
seven-year-old by Saucy 
Boy, captured the 
lightweight race. 

The farmers' race, 
over a two mile course, 
was won by David Watts’ 
aged Wynstay, ridden by 
Ered Williams, who was 
the official starter at 
Cardiff s Ely Racecourse. 

Mr Williams was the 
father of Evan Williams, 
who was to win the 
Grand National on Royal 
Mail in 1937. 

In 1905 Kirkland, 
trained at Lawrenny Park 
in Pembrokeshire, won 
the Grand National, and 
today remains Wales' 
only winner of the race. 

The Glamorgan Hunt 
point-to-point this year 
were to have been held 
on March 16 which was a 


Thursday. But, owing to 
the grand jury of the 
Glamorgan Assizes 
having been summoned 
that day, the races were 
held over until Eriday. 

It was a sunny day and 
a large crowd gathered 
by a clump of trees on a 
mound about a quarter of 
a mile to the rear of St 
Nicholas Church near 
Bonvilston. 

Eor the second year 
running, Gerald Bruce's 
Darkle won the 
lightweight race with the 
heavyweight race going 
to Major Edmunds’ 
Caleb. 

The Y strad and 
Pentyrch enjoyed their 
most successful season in 
the history of the hunt. 
They held between 60 
and 80 meets and killed 
15 and a half braces of 
foxes. It was at the 
Ystrad and Pentyrch that 
William Tatem's Penylan 
Elyer won the 
heavyweight race. 

Lord Glanely, as 
William Tatem was to 
become, was the leading 


owner on the Plat in 1919 
and his Grand Parade 
won the Epsom Derby 
that year. Perhaps it was 
this success in point-to- 
point that made him turn 
his attention to racing. 

He certainly spent 
huge sums of money into 
buying and breeding the 
best bloodstock 

available. Incidentally, 
Lord Glanely, who was 
killed during the last war 
in a bombing raid on 
Weston-super-Mare, is 
buried in Cathays 
Cemetery in Cardiff. 

In the farmers' race, 
Mr D. Jones’ Pentyrch 
Lad drew away from 
Lady Jane on the last 
bend to win easily. Later 
in the day a match 
between these two horses 
was arranged and it 
provided the same result.
